Minutes of the 7 th Meeting, 6 December 1951* 300 P.K, 
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1. The minutes of the 6th meeting were read and approved, sub- 
ject to correction of the last paragraph, Item 5, as follows: 

After much discussion, it was agreed that 
Mr. will study 

the career structure plans of the Armed forces, 
foreign Service, Public health and otter “commissioned 
services * and, after such study, will prepare an out- 
line of a plan for a career structure for CIA, such 
outline to be brought before the Working Group for 
discussion in. the near future. 

2 . The Chairman reported that the Working Group ' s recommendations 
on hasardous pay, forwarded to the Career Service Committee on 19 Novem- 
ber 1951* have been reviewed by the Senior Review Committee and referred 
to the Director of Training for further review in order to insure that 
all phases of hasardous duty associated with Training activities are 
included In the study and recoBseendations, This action in referring 
this matter to the Director of Training, rather than to the Working Group 
on Career Benefits, is based upon the concept that these factors of hasar- 
dous pay are occasioned by «n immediate operational need within the 
Training Office, rather than, by factort in a longer-term Career Benefits 
Program. 

3. The Executive Secretary reported action on the memorandum of 
the Working Group on Career Benefits to the Career Service Committee on 
the subject “Continuance of Pay and Allowance," dated 29 November 1951. 
The Career Service Committee request# that the Working Group on Career 
Benefits res tudy Bill 8. 1820 with a view to providing specific recom- 
mendations on revisions of the Bill as now proposed, which would more 
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clearly reflect and provide for the solution of Agency problems la 
h*md.ling affairs of employees who nre lost in perfora&nee of official 
duties. She Chairman of the Working Group agreed to report on specific 
objections to this Bill that have been raised by the General Accounting 
officer and particularly Section 4, lines 8 end 9, which refer to the 
limitation of "missing status* to not more than 90 days. The matter 
was tabled, pending receipt of the Chairman's report. 

4. The Chairman distributed copies to each member of the Working 
Group of Title 3? of the United States Cede Annotated, covering pay end 
allowances, specifically Section 235 , Incentive pay for hazardous duty — 
Definition of j Section 236, Special pay for diving duty— Amount per 
month j and Section 237, Special pay for sea and foreign duty. The Working 
Group concurred that, while further discussion of kasardous duty as 
generally defined in connection with intelligence activities could more 
properly be discussed when the study noted under paragraph 1 of these 
minutes is completed, it would be logical to continue discussions of 
extra-hasar&ous-duty categories specifically to provide through suck 
study s, definition of categories of extra-ha** rdoue duty. 

5t The balance of the meeting was opened to discussion of Item II 
of the Agenda of the Working Group, which produced the following salient 
points ! 



A, There was general agreement that any Career Benefits Pro- 
gram must be of such a nature as to be applicable to all activities 
throughout the Central Intelligence Agency, The natural sequence 
of this position ist Can such a concept be maintained? 

B. Any career benefits progress applicable Agency-wide must 
provide means for the resolution of essential differences between 
para-military and civilian- type assignments, This fuestion calls 
for resolution of problems originating out of the national Security 
Council requirement® and assignments pieced upon the Agency, which 
are primarily para-mill tary in nature as opposed to those more con- 
ventional, long-term intelligence assignments growing out of the 
Agency's charter, 

G. In a para-mi 1 i ta ry« type assignment, success of the venture 
is proportional to the measure of control over individuals assigned 
to the mission. This brings to attention the question of whether 
or not the Articles of ¥ar concept for control and its attendant 
system of penalties make it in the interest of the individual to 
comply; that is, benefits which can be removed from the individual 
over and above those obligations to him, established by law. 
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It was pointed out that th* factor of Nrfcl •nWRseeeasrily 

th® best means of motivating: and attracting individuals of th® typ® 
needed for intelligence operations. *o the contrary, it was pointed 
out that any supra benefits essential in attracting and assuring 
acceptance of specific assignments in intelligence operations may he 
better handled under contract arrangements, which assures that such 
benefits will be given, provided the contract is completed. 


2. Under "commies ion systems , '■ the individual rather than th# 
position is evaluated. She basic question then arises i Cea say 
system, based upon the evaluation of the individual, actually avoid 
evaluation of the position? Also, is there a fundaments! difference 
between a classified system which admittedly evaluates the position as 
opposed to the '’commission system 8 which evaluates the individual, 
nxt provides for evaluation of positions to which such individuals 
may be assigned? Motivation of th© Individual will & Iveys be some- 
what dependent upon position evaluation— -is . , does the position pose 
problems which are challenging to the individual? These facts are 
recognised in present military commission systems that provide for 
the evaluation of all assignments, A principle factor in favor of 
classified systems is that it provides for competition among Individuals 
for assignments in such a system, presumably resulting in higher- 
quality work and continued aggressive attention to successful com- 
pletion of assignments. Selective processes under commission systems 
do not necessarily provide opportunities for service by those 
individuals who ere best oualified for such assignments.
